W ashington, June 22 (ZP) — Tile 
army is talking of the possibility of 
an atomic missile which, fired from 
the United States, can h it any p art 
of the world within an hour.

“We m ust expect other nations

oceans. 
Counter-measure 
missiles are therefore included in 
our over-all program. 
“The guided missile has suddenly 
become one of the most im portant 
weapons of today. It takes little 
stretch of the imagination to en ­ 
visage a perim eter rocked defense of 
the United States. 
"We cannot discount the possibil- 
wlth Betty Ann Weikert.

A reader of these remarks tells 
of *wo experiences which he re­ 
cently had with hts car. One 1 11 save, 
but the trouble he had with the 
vacuum control of the ignition is 
so timely I hasten to put it into 
print. He knew from the engine’s 
behavior that the spark control was 
not right, so he decided to replace 
the complete unit at a cost of 
11.10, not counting his time and ef­ 
fort, But there wasn’t the slightest 
improvement. Later it began 
to 
dawn upon him that perhaps the 
spark control was being hampered 
in its action. And, sure enough, the 
suction 
tube 
to 
the 
carburetor 
proved to be packed with carbon. 
The control simply had no vacuum. 
Not All Internal 
Most of the stench that comes 
into the car to nauseate the driver 
and his passengers stem from the 
crankcase breather or the oil filler 
pipe and simply means that there is 
excessive escape of combustion gases 
into the 
crankcase, 
but 
anyone 
troubled with this condition should 
also remember that an oily engine 
can be quite smelly too. Just let 
oil and dirt collect on a hot motor 
and you are bound to get some de­ 
lightful odors. 
Best method of cleaning the en­ 
gine Is the steam process which 
some service stations offer as a 
specialty. It makes the engine look 
like new, although you may need to 
touch up here and there with a lit­ 
tle black enamel where the clean­ 
sing process has chipped paint from 
the accessories. If you use kerosene 
for cleaning the engine be sure 
the motor is cold and always dis­ 
connect one of the battery term i­ 
nals as a precaution against fire. 
A 
motorist 
who 
was 
having 
trouble starting the engine of his 
car noticed the smell of smoke from 
under the hood when the starter- 


thnt the smoke indicated a poor 
ground connection at, the motor. The 
lazy action of the starter was furth­ 
er evidence of the existence of this 
slightly open circuit. A new ground 
connection furnished the remedy. 
Mer ha ti Ie Joe Speaking 
“Every now and again I get up 
against a case where the engine 
persists in pumping oil even though 
Its rings are in reasonably good 
condition. Sometimes it is due to the 
fact that the driver is a bit erratic, 
but since he Is faced with fouling of 
spark plugs and a "rolling’’ action 
of the engine in the lower speed 
ranges, and doesn’t feel like invest­ 
ing in a complete motor overhaul. I 
try to help him over the hurdle. 
“For one thing he can use hotter 
spark plugs which help burn off the 
oil that gets on the plug points. An­ 
other trick is to lean out the mix­ 
ture a bit. When the engine pumps 
oil it actually enriches its own 
mixture because to some extent the 
oil is a fuel. 
! 
“With a leaner mixture and hot­ 
ter plugs, however, it Is not wise to 
try to speed in hot weather, or to 
force the engine too hard on hills. 
All this will help save oil because 
much lube is sucked up into the I 
cylinders when the throttle is closed 
suddenly at speed.” 
Patch Up These Cuts 
Tire kickers and those who judge ' 
the worth of their car’s rubber by 
other superficial means should take I 
time out to inspect the unseen tire ; 
walls—the ones facing the car. It 
means crawling under and taking a 
good close look at the situation. My 
guess is that if the tires have been 
in service for a long time there 
will be breaks In the rubber cover­ 
ing of the sidewalls. These can, and 
should, be patched over by a com­ 
petent tire repair man. W ater and 
dirt getting into such cracks will 


not go into here most of the cuts ! energy consuming ordeal, that they 
found in tires are on tne sidewalls 
facing the car and thus out of sight. 
If you are wondering whether the 
fuel pump and carburetor are pro­ 
viding enough mixture for road 
speed or fast hill climbing you have 
an easy way to test the efficiency of 
these devices. Just drive about 40 
miles per hour in second, aecelerat-

Watching one expert work 
on a polishing Job I learned that, 
the secret is in getting the body 
surface very clean and smooth, the 
actual waxing being the easiest part

It does 
not leave the waxed surface streak­ 
ed, and it Is easier to handle 
Right Way—And Wrong 
Tw’o mistakes in trying to repair 
inner tubes on the road account for 
delay.

Yankee Stadium, New York, June 20 
—Bruised, battered and bewildered 
for the first time in his professional

hairy leaves And too, rutabagas are 
perhaps slightly more sensitive to 
hot weather than turnips, pence 
their longer growing season necessi­ 
tates their planting between Ju nej 
20 and early July 
Seed should be broadcast uniform ­ 
ly where the soil has been worked 
to ail unusually fine seed bed. In 
most cases no additional fertilizer is 
needed if the crop Ls grown where 
an earlier and heavily fertilized veg­ 
etable has grown. 
American Purple Top is a Ane 
yellow variety which .stores well as 
long as the roots are kept fairly 
cool and moist. All rutabagas wilt 
quickly when subjected to dry. warm 
air in storage. Tiffs explains why 
they are not more popular as an 
urban grocery store vegetable—sup­ 
ines soon becoming unfit for con­ 
sumption. In recent years com m er­ 
cial gardeners have been coating 
m arket rutabagas and turnips with 
pnrr&fln and thereby affording them 
greaser immunity to moist lire lasses. 
But if the late crop is buried in a 
well drained pit, both of these veg­ 
etables will keep well far Into late 
winter. 
More emphasis should be placed 
on growing turnips for their nour­ 
ishing tops. Treated as kale and 
other greens for cooking, turnip 
tops rank exceptionally high in vita­ 
min and mineral values. Many grow­ 
ers sow turnip seed rather thick in 
the tow tor the spring crop and use 
the thinned-out plants for greens 


Turnips may remain in the ground 
until late fall or early winter. Then 
they may be buried in an outdoor 
pit or stored in a moist, cool cellar 
or basement. 
Yellow-fleshed rutabagas are con­ 
sidered richer in the im portant vita­ 
min A than white varieties and 
turnips. 
If aphids attack rutabaga 
and 
turnip plants, combat 
them with 
nicotine sulphate in soapy w ater as 
soon as the first lice appear. Blarly 
extermination Is the chief key to 
aphis control.

study carefully all phases of summer 
mulching and discuss its various 
benefits and drawbacks with neigh­ 
bor gardeners. Here Is not only a 
subject of exceptional interest. But” 
it offers .several advantages in the 
tasks of tillage and culture. There 
are at least seven prom inent bene­ 
fits accruing from use of summer 
mulches: 
I. Soil moisture is conserved, 
2 Rainfall Is better absorbed and 
retained. 
3. Labor and expense of cultiva­ 
tion are eliminated 
4 The weed problem Is solved. 
5. Foliage, flowers and fruit are 
protected 
from contam ination by 
soil. 
6 
Plants better utilize available 
soil fertility. 
7. Disease dangers are reduced.

By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Tile sensational arrest in Kash­ 
mir of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, 
president-elect, of the jmwcrful All* 
India Congress, had the unhappy 
result of halting the negotiations 
over Indian independence at New ( 
Delhi a? a crucial moment, but in 
the long run the repercussions may 
have a salutary effect. 
The incident is endowed with ail 
the mystery and drama for which 
we are accustomed to look In Hindu­ 
stan. The Pandit Nehru—a Kash­ 
miri Brahmin and so of the highest 
caste in Hinduism — proceeded to 
the dream-land of Kashmir ("Palo 
Hands I Love"), which is his native 
state, on an extraordinary mission 
Tile mission hasn't been fully ex­ 
plained but. to use Nehru's own 
language he Intended “to put nn 
end to the complications arising 
from the policy of the Kashmir gov­ 
ernment.” Specifically, it appears 
that he was going to aid in tire de­ 
fense of Sheik Abdullah and others 
accused 
of 
sedition 
against 
the 
Maharajah, Sir Hari Singh. And our 
story wouldn't be complete lf we 
didn't mention here that the Maha 


rajah is one of the world’s richest 
men, with a private fortune esti­ 
mated at $200.(XX).OOO. and has a de­ 
cided penchant for the good things 
of life. 
Has Face Wound 
However, the real significance of 
the situation lies in the fact that 
his highness is a Hindu who is rul­ 
ing over n population of some 4 - 
000,000 
who 
are 
almost, 
wholly 
Moslem. And here we have the blue­ 
blood H indu Nehru — who next to 
Gandhi is the moat powerful per­ 
sonality in India—rushing to the hj»- 
sistaiK-e of Moslems, although Mos­ 
lems and 
Hindus are 
in theory 
mortal enemies. 
Nehru had been warned by the 
Kashmir government to keep awny 
from the state. But the Pandit is 
a man of persistence and grvat 
courage, and he went ahead. He was 
arrested at the frontier and is said 
to have been wounded in the face 
with a 
bayonet. Irater the state 
government stated that he was free 
to leave Kashmir when he chose. 
W ith Nehru's arrent the all-India 
congress registered its indignation 
by postponing indefinitely its de­ 
cision whether to accept the British 
plan 
for 
a 
provisional 
Indian 
government. That was 
a 
shock, 
inasmuch as the protractor! negotia­ 
tions 
between 
England 
and 
the 
Indian leaders had seemed about to 
bring agreement. 
Many Protests 
However, there was mdre to come. 
G reat 
cities 
throughout 
India— 
Bombay. Calcutta. Karachi, Madras 


-w ere thrown into confusion by 
strikes and demonstrations against 
the arrest of Nehru. Only one other 
man In India could have inspired 
such a tribute, and that Is Mahatma 
Gandhi whose humble disciple Nehru 
is. 
Hie masses in India’s 4,000,000 
population are awakening and are 
on the move. We find also that 
some of the country's foremost aris­ 
tocrats—Nehru is one are devoting 
time to advancement of the masses.
